Her Second European Championship 


Barbara Ann, in Flawless Display, 
Well on Way to Skating Crown

PRAGUE, Jan, 14.—(CP)—Ottawa's Barbara 
Ann Scott, world figure skating queen, was well 
on her way today toward her second European 
championship. 


Defending the European crown she easily 
won at Davos Platz, Switzerland, last Feb. 1, 
the 19-year-old Canadian girl led a field of 20 
figure skaters from six countries at the end of 
all events this afternoon in the difficult com- 
pulsory figures which count for about 60 per 
cent of the final scoring, 


An unofficial compilation showed she had 
collected six firsts in the first four compulsory 
figures and one ninth-place rating—given her 
by a British judge, Maj. K. S. Beaumont. 

Beaumont gave first-place ranking to Jean- 
nette Altwegg, the British champion, although 
she appeared to be running fourth in the over- 
all judging, 

Unofficial point scores given out at the half- 
way mark, showed Miss Scott with a 9.5-point 
lead, The world champion who will compete in 
the winter Olympics at St. Moritz, Switzerland 
later this month, had 325.5 points ‘to 316 for Miss

OTTAWA, Jan. 1 (CP) — The 
Zionist Organization of Canada in 
a resolution yesterday urged the 
federal government to permit Cana 
dian volunteers to serve in any 
“international military force” raised 
to keep peace in Palestine where 
Arabs were “undermining interna- 
tional authority.” 

The resolution said many Cana- 
dian Jews and non-Jews were eager 
to fight in such a force in the Holy 
Land.

Coat of Arms 

Edmonton citizens are invited to submit 
designs for a new coat of arms for this city. 
Cash prizes will be offered for the best de- 
signs, and if any one of them is used, an addi- 
tional prize will be given. 

The rules of this contest have not yet 
been published in full, But everyone would 
feel a good deal more comfortable about it if 
the primary rule were made to demand that 
all designs conform to the principles of 
heraldry. 

Heraldry is an exact art, or science if you 
like, and yet all over this country crests and 
coats of arms are displayed which violate 
heraldic precepts with horrible abandon. The 
use of color and the juxtaposition of symbolic 
figures are governed by inexorable rules, 

Heraldic rules, of course, are not sacred. 
An incorrect coat of arms would not plunge 
Edmonton into either misfortune or disgrace. 
But if we are going to have a coat of arms, 
we may as well have a proper one. Other- 
wise, it should be called something else. 


A Development Project 


Pravda is due to have another bad dream, 
when it learns that the government of Can- 
ada is to build a large hydro power plant 
at Snare river, 100 miles north of Yellow- 
knife, and that the army is to take a hand 
in the construction. This is almost certain to 
fill the minds of the Moscow newsmen with 
wild imaginings. Every time they get wind 
of a new development enterprise in Canada’s 
northland they see visions of another fell 
desigti against the security and happiness of 
the Soviet empire. 

But Canadians—like Russians—have to 
earn a living, and hope to enjoy a better liv- 
ing in future, To that end they must develop 
the natural resources of their country. And 
since the Yellowknife area is heavily mineral- 
ized, there must be development there as else- 
where, just as Russian authorities and en- 
gineers are—or should be—-taking steps to 
exploit mineral deposits in the northern 
reaches of Siberia. Hence the need for a power 
plant at Snare river. 

The military men are associated with the 
project for the same reason that military men 
in all other countries are associated with like 
projects, The time might come when power 
plants would have to be used for defence pur- 
poses, as such a time did come to Russia not 


many years ago. 

Building this plant is not a wild-cat under- 
taking. The Yellowknife region has already 
given proof of its mineral wealth. Geologists 
and mining experts have explored the area 
and assessed the latent riches which lie far- 
ther afield. Power is necessary for their utili- 
zation and the harnessing of the river will 
open up new opportunities for investment 
and employment in the expansion of indus- 
trial production, 


Why the Inquiry? 

The clamor continues to grow, wider and 
also louder, for reimposition of official con- 
trol of the prices of meat, It seems rather 
more likely than not that the recently re- 
moved ceilings will have to be rebuilt, 

Obviously it would not meet the case to 
simply peg prices at the present level. The 
complaint of the consumer is that prices now 
are higher than he—or she—can pay. He 
wants them controlled down, not merely pre- 
vented going higher. 

To arbitrarily reduce consumer prices 
would involve resuming the payment of sub- 
sidies to producers, subsidies large enough 
to give them a proper reward for their labor, 
investment and enterprise. At prevailing costs 
of feed, the farmer complained that before the 
recent rise he was not getting enough for 
meat animals to induce him to raise them, 
or to even mature those he had on hand. In 
a good many cases hog-production and beef- 
production was being drastically cut down 
until the price-increase occurred, To again de- 
prive farmers of inducements to produce 
meat supplies would be of no advantage to 
the consumer or anybody else. 

The inquiry that is being initiated at Ot- 
ti.wa is presumably aimed to find out where 
the price-ceilings should be set in the in- 
terests of consumers, and what subsidies 
should be paid to protect the producers. In 
other words, how far present retail prices 
have been dictated by economic factors, and 
whether to Some extent they are caused by 
gouging somewhere along the line between 
the farmer and the ultimate meat-buyer, 
do than prevent 
profiteering, and subsidies should do no more 
than make up the higher cost of putting meat 
on the shelves of the dealer.

To Make Experiments 

TORONTO, —(CP)—One of the 
few women climatologists in North 
America, Mrs, Marie Sanderson, 
pians to resum@ next spring ex 
periments she hopes will prove 
that climatic conditions, rather 
than vegetation, govern the rate of 
evaporation of moisture from the
